We use non-corrosive brass and 
glass in our bars. The joints, wherever desirable, are 
silver soldered, thus making them as strong as the 
material itself. The wall plates are immovably 
secured by flanged sleeves sweated in, which 1 
inforce the joint much the same as a bicycle frame 
is made. The user, or dealer, is not taxed to read- 
just and put in line the several joints likely to be 
loose in bars made by the old method of threading 
the parts and screwing them together. Such thread- 
ing removes some of the brass and makes a joint 
that is weak where it should be strong. Fitness 
requires simple designs, easily cleaned. It costs no 
more, often less, to make fancy cast pillars and 
finials. We do not use them, because they are hard 
to clean, and are thus a snare to health and a care 
to the user. Smooth surfaces and forms cost more to 
finish, are more sanitary and look like newly finished 
much longer. 

Our 1500 series of bars are silver soldered, and come 
the nearest to being indestructible of any bars of 
similar diameter in the market. Series 1000 and 
1900 have silver soldered joints. The short lengths 
of these bars are used for hand bars over bath 
tubs. The 1612 has been tested up to a pull of 600 
lbs. The larger ones are correspondinglv strong. 
Hand Bars are a safeguard over all modern tubs to 
prevent accidental falls, and are a great aid to the 
heavy, sick or aged bather.

HERETOFORE Crystal and Opal Glass Towel Rods with metal wall brackets have Dot been made so that 
they entirely exclude moisture and unclean deposits in the brackets, nor has the possibility of repairor 
replacement been considered.
